Mesareja disclosed to a friend that, during his interview with the Greek 
offieials, he did not find them as receptive to diseussing Albanian mt~ 
ters as they had been on previous eccasions, Mesareja attributed this 
reluctance to the present attitude of the United States with regard to 
the Tite Government; he interpreted this reluctance as being due to a 
feeling, on the part of the Greeks, that this now attitude might well. 
lead to a division (partition 7) of Albania by Yugoslavia and Greece,
